THRRBPUiUCAN STA TB 
CONVENTIONS! 

“When Thieves PaU Out, etc" 

The bitter fight between the 
Secretary of State, 0. W. Swisher, 
and the Auditor, A. C. Sehtrr, for 
the Republican nomination for 
Governor, culminated in a split of 
the Republican party. Instead of 
one convention at Charleston last 
week there were two. Swisher 
was in fo’l control ef the party 
machine and held bis convention 
in the regularly appointed place, 
and tie Boberr faction, seeing 
they wire being rollored in the 
ales' approved Republican way, 
«rij i rind to the conrtlnua) ol 
Kanuwhu couaty, and held a oon 
.eniiuH cf their own. They di¬ 
vided the delegates about evetily, 
very ccunty in the state being 
sprojeuted and voting. Gather- 
id uudor lie Scherr banner is the 
very flowrr of the Republican par 
ty, the more influential Republi¬ 
can papers of Wheeling and 
Parkersburg, and a large following 
of the county press. * That cld 
Republican land mark, Presley W. 
Morris presided, and that old war 
horse, Romeo H. Freer enthused 
the convention. Ho said he was 
one of the three men alive who 
ware members of the first Rs^ub- 
lioan convention in this State, and 
that two of them were there in tie 
Sehtrr convention. He referred 
to Judge Gtff. Dawson, Soott, 
and E.kins, not one of whom were 
in Charleston, . came in for 
bitter abuse as being in no small 
degree responsible for the split in 
the party. After the shouting, 
Scheir was nominated for Gov¬ 
ernor by acclamation, aod he 
hands the following vary strong 
ticket: Secretary of State, John 
T. Harris; Auditor, James K. 
Hall; Treasurer,C. N. Snodgrass; 
Superintendent of Schorls, T. C. 
Miller; Attorney, A. R. Stallings. 
The member on the committee of 
Buies and Order cf Business from 
the 10th district waa R. 8. Hick 
man of Cass, Permanent organ! 
cation, G. W. Sharp, of Durbin 

At the Swisher Convection, 
Congressman Gains* was chair 
man. .Swisher was nominated oa 
first ballot as slated and his tioket 
put through in its entirety. The 
names of the men nominated at 
i.the Scherr convention were put 
before the convention bat were 
Kotsd down overwhelmingly. 
Scherr received 176 votes, though 
his name was net presented. The 
tioket nominated ie in every in¬ 
stance inferior te the Scherr tick 
et: Secretary of State, 8tuart F. 
Reed; Attorney, W. G. Conley; 
Auditor, J. S Darst; Superinten 
dent of Schools, M. P. Shaw key; 
Treasurer, £. L. Long. In the 
poll of counties, five counties did 
not vote: Randolph, Braxton, 
Jefferson, Ritchie, end Mononga¬ 
lia. PocahonUs county’s delega 
tion assumed a middle ground, 
giving Ssherr seven vote* in 
Swisher’s convention. 

There is likely to be a contest 
between the two tickets for a place 
on the ballot this fall acthe rege 
lar Republican ticket but from all 
appearances there will be two Re¬ 
publican tickets. 

What brought on the split was 
the State Committee sustaining 
W. H. Hearne's contention that 
he was entitled to name the Ohio 
county delegation. Hearne had 
been a candidate for governor, 
and being from Ohio oounty, the 
Republican voters ia their primary 
empowered their connty ecthmit- 
Ue to name a delegation satisfac¬ 
tory te Hearne and James K, 
Hall, it candidate for Auditor. 
Hearne saw himself being left in 
the lurch as the fight progressed 
between Scherr and Swisher, and 
he withdrew from the race. Ohio 
oounty was' then for Scherr over¬ 
whelmingly. After a few weeks 
had gone by, and Hearne had at¬ 
tended a State oonveation at Par¬ 
kersburg aod bad hisAame cheer¬ 
ed to the echo for . the good 
|judgment displayed In withdraw- 
lag from the race, he deetded to 
reenter. It has .been openly 
charged that be did so with the 
ulterh r motive of belpiog 8 wisher. 
Anyway he demanded the right to 
appoint the delegates from Obie 
county, when all the other eota- 


ties of State had been: pledged to 
either Scherr or JwffMr. The 
State Committee aMptytfttd bis con¬ 
tention, end all ether contests were 

decidpd in Swisher’s favor. The 
only excuse for the' high handed 
action of the committee is party 
expediency, and in this they had 
precedent, as a number who have 
been rollored In these peat can 
testify. The moat favorable view 
that can be taken of |be Hearne 
contention is that bom*y have had 
the power to select the delegates 
to be appointed by the eoaaty 
committee. 

Theagh there were taro conven¬ 
tions there seemed tabs little 
bitterness between the delegatee. 

The spirit of an a^ropplant to die 
agree was in the air, Swisher's 
convention was known as the 
Upper Plaoo” and the court- 
bouse as the “Lower place.” 

Geographically the lines are 
drawn about the same as those 
whleh divided the State during 
the Civil War, whea tha State was 
formed. The great North west, 
from whenoe originated the move¬ 
ment to create a new S ate, is 
Scharr’s stronghold, while la tie 
Southern oountiee lies Selihsr’s 
strength. The revolt against the 
arbitrary ruling of the State Com¬ 
mittee oenters largely io the conn 
ties of Ohio, Wood,- Ritchie, and 
Monongalia; all Republican 
strongholds. 

To make the best face on mat 
ters, the Swisher people claim that 
so strong was the sentiment against 
the machine that they who oppose 
them would under ne cironmstanoe 
support their nomiitU audthit 
the nomination of a seseud ticket 
will strengthen them, as the die 
gruntled Republicans will lose 
their vote by supporting Scherr 
rather than to give it ..to pile up a 
Deinoc stio victory. It is our 
opinion, however, from the senti 
ment of the majority of the Re 
publican voters and the confidence 
they have in the men behind 
Scherr, and the men on the Scherr 
ticket, that Boberr .1^11 poll a 
larger vote than the machine man 
and his ticket.
